Erench has crossed the 
Rhenoster river, n o rth w e st of here.

Ian Hamilton^SvDcciipation of Heilbron, 
renders th e JBoer position 20 miles in 
the Briti&h front untenable. The latest 
reports, however,

resistance and possess 15 guns.

M ain A dviM ce R eanm ed.

Lord R oberts is advancing in force.

place. Judging from ¡the dispatches of 
Lord Roberts at H o n ii^ Spruit station, 
while flanking him on eith er side of th 
railroad, Gen. French!« cavalry 
an 
Gen. Ian H am ilton’s mounted infantry 
are both slightly in advance of Lord 
Roberts and threatening to envelope 
the Boer position, which extends for 20 
miles due north. 


Gen. French probably crossed 
the 
Rhenoster river n e a r the junction with 
Honing Spruit which ru n s thence to 
Honing Spruit station. T h e main B rit­ 
ish arm}' will probably advance along 
th e railroad, while Gen. French 
con­ 
verges' from the west, and Gen. Hamil­ 
ton from th e east. 
Against this over­ 
whelming force th e Boers will proba­ 
bly follow their usual tactics of re tir­ 
ing to positions which doubtless have 
been p ’epared in advance for th eir oc­ 
cupation. 


Gen. F rench and Gen. H am ilton are 
separated from each o th e r by about 
40 miles, w'hile Lord Roberts is w ith ­ 
in 12 miles of Gen. F rench and 30 
miles of Gen. Hamilton.

“The principal Islands are now, as never 
before, held w ith an iron grip by the mil­ 
itary. 
In Luzon all the interior, as well 
as all the coast towns of im portance, are 
occupied by American troops. 


"The sole hope entertained by the In­ 
surgent« for a revival#of the insurrection 
lies In the supposition th at the United 
States i3*oops will be obliged to abandon 
many of their present positions a t the 
opening ®f the w et season, owing to in­ 
ability to secure supplies during th a t pe­ 
riod. 


“W ith the exception of the savage mo|m- 
tain tribes and the numerous bands of 
brigands the great m ajority of both the ed­ 
ucated and peasant classes in the Philip­ 
pines heartily desire a restoration of peace 
and order under American rule. 


“The operations of troops and the paci­ 
fication of the tow ns not yet subdued will 
be carried on regardless of the rainy sea­ 
son. 


“The m ost serious obstacle in the way Qf 
the complete pacification of the islands now 
lies in the m utual distrust between the 
troops and the inhabitants. 
This, I be­ 
lieve, 
will disappear after each class 
becomes more thoroughly acquainted with 
tlie other and the benefits to be derived 
from an intim ate relationship with the mil­ 
itary become appreciated by the natives. 
On the other hand, the work cut out /or 
the troops will be greatly facilitated when 
they gain the confidence of the well-dis­ 
posed natives. 
W hen the latter find the 
troops have come to stay they undoubted­ 
ly will resist the exactions of the robber 
bands and turn about and assist the Am er­ 
ican troops in ferreting out their haunts 
and plans, and the days of this guerrilla 
rebellion will be numbered.”

almost unbearable and he finally went 
back into the baggage coach to get 
such assistance as was possible on the 
train. 


The dove wa« killed by the sudden 
com act with the cab window. 
Its 
(juivering body fell on the iron floor 
of the engine cab after striking the 
engineer, and was picked up l\v the 
reman. .So grt*at was the momentum 
f the train and the dove’s body that 
le frlass window was not smashed 
y the blow of the collision. The hole 
hrougli which the bird was hurled 
was clean cut lil<e that made by a bul­ 
let fired through glass.

Oen. Alver Pays H is Bsspects to the 
Junior Senator. 


Detroit, May 24.—The News says 
that Gen. Russell A. Alger has sold 
the last of his Ontario timber limits, 
108 square miles on the north shore of 
Lake Huron, to a company at Renfrew, 
Ontario, for $160,000. A Canadian dis­ 
patch says that this Is supposed to be 
due to threats of retaliation from Mich­ 
igan against the Ontario law prohibit­ 
ing the export of logs cut on crown 
lands there, but General Alger laughs 
at the Idea.
